Company’s offices at 8 o’clock Satur- 
day morning they were ‘given a short 
lecture on what they would see, On 
the wall was a lange map of the Spray 
River project. Accompanied by a 
dozen Calgary Power Company cf- 
ficials all boarded two buses and were 
taken directly to Spray Canyon, to 
the site of Canyon dam, some 20 miles 
south of Canmore. All along the route 
from Ghost River power plant to 
Canyon Dam officals spoke of the dif. 
ferent power plants and the sites of 
new ones that will likely be built in 
the future. 


Here began the inspection of the 
ten and a quarter million dollar Spray 
Lakes hydro power project which will 
go into production early in Novem- 
ber wien the 62,000 horsepower 
Spray plant, the first of three, will 
start. It s expected the 3,600 horse 
power Three Sisters plant will be. 
gin operation sometime in May and 
the 23,000 horsepower Rundle plant 
by the fall of 1951. 

The Canyon dam is 190 feet high 
and 600 feet long. The base is 1,010 
wide, It was built in one season, T 
realize the magnitude of the wors 
involved in building this dam it must 
be seen to be appreciated. Sev- 
eral miles in the direction of Can- 
more tiiére is another dam known ar 
the Three Sisters At this point lunck 
was served at the camp cook | ouse 
and was thoroughly enjoyed by cll. 
After lunch all boarded the buses and 
rode over the dam, This dam _ is 48 
feet high and 1,980 fect long. Just 
below the dam a power house is being 
built and will develop 3,600 horse 
power when in operation. A canoi 
over five miles long, much of it blast- 
ed from. the mountain side leads 
to the Nort’: Whiteman’s Dam an 
the Spray power plant that will de- 
velope 62,000 horse power. The wate! 
to operate the turbine will travel 
from tite top of the pass through a 
tunnel some 2,000 feet long and will 
drop 900 feet. 'This tunnel has been cut 
through Chinaman’s Penk to preserve 
the natiral beauty cf the pass and the 
the two twin lakes situated near th 
top of the pass, 

The lower section of tie tunnel has 
been lined with steel and ti balance 
is being lined with cement which is 
handled from the top of the tunnel 

‘The generator has not yet been 
set in place but will be shortly, The 
generator weighs about 100 tons and 
to get it over the narrow twisting 
roads up the mountain to where it is 
to set up was a problem, However, it 
was safely landed at the site. 

At the present time many hundreds 
of workmen are employed on the 
project and are rushing the work to 
completion., 

Below the Spray power house un- 
other power plant is to be set up. 
This plant will have a capacity of 
23,000 horse power. 

The immensity of the whole project 
whic: extends over 20 miles of 
mountain country is impressive, The 
roads leading to the projects cost over 
$300,000 and if it should ‘be opened 
for tourist traffic would be a scenic 
attraction. 

The party arrived in Banff s'ortly 
after six p.m, The next morning some 
took the opportunity to see the chair 
lift and enjoy the ride, Leaving 
Banff about two o'clock Lake Minne- 
wanke and the dams there and the 
power plant at the foot of the hill, 
located close to the high way were 
visited. Some time was spent here 
since this plant was in full operatioa. 
Here details were given of its onera- 
tion and numerous questions answer- 
ed, The plant was shut down for a 
short time and then started again so 
that the visitors could better under- 
stand the operation of the plant Alt 
this was very interesting to every- 
one, 

From there the party headed for 
Calgary. As it was getting late in 
the afternoon tie Ghost River power 
plant was not visited,

But there is a major fallacy in the 
idea that constantly rising v sin 
one industry, no matter how large or 
how important, benefit the nation as 
a whole or that any one industry has 
a prior right to tap our national 
wealth, 

Canada and Canadians will enjoy 
greater prosperity in the world as 
our techniques and resources pe) mit 
us to lower rea] prices to produce and 
deliver goods and services for a con- 
stantly lower expenditure of man- 
power, Cy) 

From 1890 to 1947 statisticians ond 
economists tell us that the share of 
the manvufacturer’s dollar in this 
country absorbed by direct wages and 
salaries varied hardly at all, It was 
21.8 percent in 1890 and 20.7 percent 
in 1947. 

And as a matter of fact the per- 
centage share of the dollar going t« 
“direct labor”? at a low of 19.8 per 
cent in 1927 and a high of 23.9 per

cent of men and boys, and 27 per cent 

of the women and girls, were too fat. 

A similar survey in a high school 

dormitory in central Alberta found 

12 percent of the boys and 35 percent 
of the girls more than 10 percent 
above average weight. It would seem 

that more of our Alberta people (at 
least in the districts where surveys 
have been made) are overnourished 
than undernourisied, The chief 
cause of overweight, it appears, is 
simply over-cating and often we find 
that averweight is eating the wrong 
kinds of foods The body cannot make 
proper use of the food it gets so that 
food is turned’ into body fat, Reduc- | 
ing body weight is a matter of eat-! 
ing less total food but at the same 
time following food rules,

Planning And Saving 
For The Future 


“To have and to hold, when applied 
to money ,does not seem to be an easy 
lesson for most people to learn, It 
seems that most of us need to con- 
centrate more on the “holding” part 
of our financial plan, 

A writer, who from an income-pro- 
ducing point of view divides the 
average individual’s life into rowghly 
three parts. The first, from about 
age twenty to age thirty, might be 
valled the period of preparation or 
getting settled. The second from 
thirty to the late fifties is the period 
of accumulation, The third from the 
late fifties on is the age of retire- 
ment or at’ least of lessened earning 
power. 

No matter much time and 
money may be expended during the 
teens and twenties in preparing 
young people for their life work they 
eem never be independent during the 
last period of life unless they have 
made good use of those twenty-five or 


how 


more golden years in the second per-| 


iod, It is during this period of ac- 
cumulation that one‘s surplus must 
be built up and judicially invested if 
one hopes to be independent the rest 
of his days. His watchwords should 
be plan save and invest. 

Planning. means making and useing 
of a budget, The budget is the floor- 
plan of your financial structure, Fit 
it to your own situation and then 
stick to it instead of shelving it after 
a couple of trials. Of what good are 
blue prints if the structure does 
not grow up in acordance with their 
specifications? And of these specifica- 
tions will be the proportion—what- 
ever it may be—-of your income that 
is to be set aside as savings, An- 
other specification will be the deter- 
mination to have a home of your own 
some day-——one that eventually will 
be free and clear, 
of mortages or other claims it will 
stand between your family and dis- 


tress. Life insurance and other sound 
investments should likewise be in- 
eluded, 


The second watchword “Saving” has 
been brought to the consciousness of 
the people of this generation by :Qiny 
years of educational effort. It has 
‘peen adopted by many thousands 
of Canadians as evidenced by savings 
ucocunts in post offices and banks. 
It was given a great impetus during 
the war when through the urge of 
patriotism and in response to the call 
to “win the war” thousands of people 
who never before had invested in a 
bond bought bonds and thus learned 
the lesson of how easy it is for money 
to accumulate and multiply itself 
through interest payments. But the 
lesson of saving is one, that must 
be taught to each successive gen2r- 
tion and there should be no slackening 
in the effort. It is a lesson that all 
parents should 
learn early in life and continually

IN THE FALL AND EARLY WINTER municipal elections are held in 
many communities throughout the country, and these elections arouse 
varying amounts of interest, depending upon the candidates and issues in- 
volved. in many instances the concern of a large percentage of the voters 
regarding either the candidate or the issues is not great and often there 
is a small turnout at the polls, In some communities this situation has 
become so serious that Citizens’ committees have been formed to try to 


awaken public interest in elections and to encourage people to exercise 
their franchise,

This is one example of the attitude which may de- 
Do Not Wish velop in regard to the duties of citizenship. There 
are few who do not at times criticize the govern- 
To Take Office ment and persons holding public office, yet many 
who criticize would not undertake to hold a public office themselves, and do 
not vote when they are given this opportunity to express their opinions. 
If those who are not satisfied with conditions in their own community or 
in wider political fields would take an active part in bringing about a 
change, and at the same time, if those who are satisfied would express their 
views, and defend their principles, there would be a greater interest in 
public affairs, and a greater field from which to pick candidates for office. 
Canadians would not wish to give up any of the privileges of citizenship 
which they enjoy, but many of them do not take advantage of these privi- 
leges from year to year. 


The need is recognized, not only in Canada, but in 
People Fought other democratic countries for a more positive atti- 
tude towards the duties of citizenship and for 
For Franchise greater willingness on the part of the people to 
assume public responsibilities. Only a hundred years ago the people in Eng- 
land were fighting for votes for everyone, yet in the years since many have 
forgotten that voting is a right which had to be won, and which should be 
appreciated and preserved. Members of federal, provincial and municipal 
governments are all responsible to the voters, and evidence of public in- 
terest in elections and in the actions of representatives after they are elect- 
ed would add greatly to the satisfaction of those holding public offices, The 
political freedom which we enjoy, and which had to be won for us in the 
past, should not be held lightly now.
